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Dedication to President Fohnson 


Most of you for whom this yearbook especially is in- 
tended — the members of the 1995 graduating class — 
were not born when Glen Johnson became Augustana’s 
llth president. That was in mid-january, 1968, when he 
was only in his mid-30’s. 

He’s been so indomitable, it’s not surprising that the 
campus community was unprepared for the announce- 
ment he made in January: he would stand down from 
office at the calendar year’s end. 

After all, he is the longest-serving CEO of a Canadi- 
an institution of higher education still in office. Now in 
the midst of his fifth consecutive six-year term, he will 
have completed 28 years as Augustana’s president when 
he leaves office. His own identity has become nearly syn- 
onymous with that of his university. 

In all this while, Glen has given farsighted and conse- 
quential leadership and service to private post-secondary 
education generally, and to Augustana particularly. With 
vision and will, grace and tenacity, he has effected extrodi- 
nary change here. 

When he first arrived, this place operated as a high 
school, and offered only first year university courses. It’s 
acedemic programs were begging for students, and it tee- 
tered on the brink of dissolution. Today, Augustana is re- 
cast, as Alberta’s leading independent institute of higher 
education. 


Glen likes to point out that his university is in the 
midst of whoesale change. Progress, he always adds, 
is imposible without change, and progress is what 
Augustana Is making in giant strides. ‘‘We’re the lit- 
tle school that could — and did,’’ he declared. 

But some things are changeless. Like Augustana’s 
ambition to forge servant-leaders. 

“*Servant leadership,’ an American educator once 
avowed, ‘‘is the mark of a giant.’’ He might as well 
have been speaking of President Johnson: leading 
the way through service is his style. It’s also the con- 
duct that he has sought to inspire in Augustana 
students. 

It’s like Glen told us at the convocation that 
opened this academic year: the world, often unsee- 
ing and uncaring, has ‘‘a deep and abiding yearn- 
ing’’ for persons ‘‘who would be, as we say at 
Augustana, effective servant-leaders.’’ The president 
then vowed that his university students, when they 
graduated into the wide world, ‘‘can and will have 
an impact for good.’ 

Like the man himself, it is a notion worth remem- 
bering.

Gib is known to most of us in his 
role as teacher, outdoor leader and 
coach. For me he has also been men- 
tor and friend, sharing the adventures 
of the AUC Outdoor program for 20 
years. In that time I have learned 
much by canoeing with him down 
rivers and hiking trails through the 
trees to the ridgetops. Those trees al- 
ways make me think of Gib. 

Growing up in a B.C. family that 
made its living from the forest, Gib 
developed a special understanding of 
trees. They were the economic, en- 
vironmental and spiritual focal point 
where he learned the lessons of life 
from his father and others who were 
shaped by the trees, and among those 
trees is where many of us learned and 
were touched the most by Gib. 

One basic lesson was soon learned 
by those of us who had the privilege 
to travel with Gib. Look for the big- 
gest trees because that is where Gib 
will be camping! Consequently, many 
great experiences and insights are as- 
sociated in my mind with particular 
trees. One of those indelible mem- 
ories is about a tree we never camped 
beside, but Gib always stopped to see 
this tree whenever we were in its val- 
ley. This past May was Gib’s last 
spring course as senior leader on the 
team, and we were all looking for 
“Gib S\ttce - 


This tree was a fire-hardened twenty foot 
pine snag weathered in the seasons for de- 
cades. The remaining bark scaled away, and 
the sap impregnated, sooty wood was bur- 
nished and polished by the sun’s heat, the 
wind and moisture, leaving a honey gold 
color accented by the blackened grain on 
the curved trunk, giving it dignity and eye- 
catching character. 

Hardened by adversity, it stood bowed, 
bent, burnt but unbroken, stating what it 
was and had been in that place for any who 
happened by. It witnessed to the best that 
could live on that site, to what eons of life 
on that hillside could nurture and bring 
forth, and it spoke of how fire had trans- 
formed and preserved it to be a link be- 
tween the forest that was and the new one 
now vigorous in its youth. 

Last spring we missed the tree! We 
walked by without recognizing the area or 
seeing the tree, and only after going back 
and searching was it found, still standing, 
in a small meadow surrounded by a young 
forest now tall enough to cut off its view 
from the trail below. Gib’s whistle of dis- 
covery drew us to the edge of the meadow’s 
treeline where each of us stopped in silence 
to watch as Gib walked up to and reached 
out to touch ‘‘his’’ tree. 


In each of our minds the tree had 
come to symbolize Gib being in the 
mountains and leading the students to 
AUC outdoor ed. courses. Seeing Gib 
beside it triggered reflection, inspiring 
each of us to consider once again why 
we walk these mountains to grow with - 
the trees and why we never miss the op- 
portunity to walk that way with Gib. 
Like the tree that drew us from far and 
wide this year, Gib has drawn each of us 
who have travelled with him into new 
places, into new things and into new un- 
derstandings. By his example of deter- 
mined perseverance, insistence on doing 
things right (‘‘the Gibson way’’), 
challenging us to reach and to become 
more than we were and exposing all of 
us to his vision of what it means to live 
and to work in a caring community, we 
have each acquired a new vision of what 
is and what can be in our lives. That vi- 
sion has become Gib’s tree in each of us 
that we can revisit anytime and can 
touch for inspiration, reflection or recall- 
ing one of the ‘‘Gibson speeches’’ that 
rang at some point with poignant clari- 
ty, rooting itself deep into the fabric of 
our lives. 

Each of us is taller and different now 
because of the tree Gib planted in each 
of us. Those trees he planted have be- 
come a forest where others too will grow 
for having walked there. Thanks Gib for 
your vision and helping us take on our 
quest to discover that special place where 
“Our, tree stands.

In Team awards Nikki Keddie and 
Chad Smith were voted by their teammates as most valuable runners for the year, while 
Jennifer Pendleton and Reint Boelman won awards for the category of most improved 
team member. At the end of the season Jennifer Pendleton and Bill Owen represented 
AUC on the ACAC team which competed in Kelowna, B.C. in the annual inter- oe 
meet.

Let it be said that Augustana’s participation in the World 
University Games was not what one would ordinarily associ- 
ate with such a prestigious event. Without a major sponsor, 
by Christmas I had to confront the students with the fact 
that if we were to go, they had to raise the $3000 individual 
cost, in their home towns. They arrived back from Christ- 
mas with most of the money raised and with a few fund rais- 
ing events of our own and the generous donations from some 
Alumni Skiers, we were on our way. 

We flew to Paris on Feb. 7th, took the TGV to Pontarli- 
er, and were transported by bus to the village of Les Cernet. 
We stayed at a ski hut for free, courtesy of Pierre-Eric Rey, 
a hotel restaurant owner in the village and the Mike Lauen- 
stein family of nearby Neuchatel in Switzerland. On Feb. 12 
we participated in the International Loppet with over 700 
participants. Most skiers went in the 42 km event, while 
about 150 went in the 15 km event in which Andreas led the 
field and took first place. 

After a visit to Neuchatel where we did a variety of ac- 
tivities, including finding the Blindenbach River, we left, be- 
ginning our long trek to the ski resort village of Astun, which 
was to be our home for the duration of the Games. 

It was a honour to be with the Canadian Contingent 
representing Canada at the opening and closing Ceremonies. 
They were well done and involved the athletes in a special 
way. When I saw the 1400 athletes from over 48 participat- 
ing countries, I suddenly became aware that this event was 
almost as big as the Olympics. 

I’m sure the results would have been different if we had - 
a team like those of our competitors, with their own head- 
quarters complete with medical unit and support staff. In 
contrast, my position was as the team manager, the wax tech- 
nician, the counsellor and coach. 
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In spite of all this, I think our results were reasonable 
and comparable to Canada’s previous performances. An- 
dreas’ 64th place finish out of 85 in the 30 km was the best 
finish for the men, they even passed a Russian guy and a 
guy from Austria. Hardy came 69th while Duncan, sick with 
stomach flu, fought to stay in the race and finished in 72nd 
spot. Peter’s best result was in the 15 km Classic Event where 
he placed 83rd out of a field of 95. Quentin made 87th in 
the same race. In the women’s 15 km Free, Juanita had her 
best race coming 52 out of a field of 64 and Jennifer finished 
54th. 

In the relays, we did our best but had to settle for last 
place. The women’s relay was a moral victory for Sherra since 
in the 10 km Classical Event, her tracheal condition had 
stopped her half way through the race and spending three 
hours in the medical unit. She had specifically come to Spain 
_ $0 we could have a relay team and was determined to partic- 
ipate. This she did and received major applause from the 
‘crowd as she crossed the finish line.

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_ This has been a fine climax to my career as a coach and 


promoter of athletics with education. I look forward to the 


day when we will have enough student athletes to have a 
genuine Canadian University Championships. 
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The waxing hut served as a source of interesting enter- 
tainment. The highlight was the visit by the King of Spain 
who arrived by surprise. Suddenly the door opened and 
someone shouted. ‘‘The King of Spain!’’ The athletes 
thought it was some joke while our visitor patted the shoul- 
ders of the girls and asked us how we were enjoying the event. 
It suddenly dawned on me that this was real. We were in- 
deed in the presence of a King — even if he was dressed in 
a downhill ski suit. I tried to redeem the situation by say- 
ing, ‘‘We’re so happy that you are visiting us, Your Royal 
Highness, we hope that you enjoy your time here.’ It was 
quite an honour and the King must have had a good laugh 
afterwards at our reaction to his visit. 

Even without an athletes’ village, the experience was in- 
credibly worthwhile for our team. We attempted to frater- 
nize with the athletes that were in our hotel and have made 
some new friends. They knew that no matter what happened 
the total experience was more valuable than the verdict of 
the scoreboard. 
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Athletes of the Year 


Kirk Howell was named AUC’s male ath- 
lete of the year for his exemplary contributions 
in cross-country running and skiing during the 
1994-95 season and for his contributions at the 
national level in cross-country skiing over the 
last three years. In 1992-93 Kirk was ranked 
in the top three in Canada in cross-country ski- 
ing for junior men. He was a member that year 
of the team that represented Canada at the 
World Junior Championships in Europe. In 
1993-94, Kirk was one of the top runners on 
Augustana’s winning ACAC Cross-country 
running team. In 1994-95 Kirk was on the 
second-place cross-country running team but 
really showed his championship form in cross- 
country skiing when he capped off a success- 
ful season by winning three medals (one Gold 
and two silver) at the Canada Winter Games 
in Grand Prairie to finish first overall in the 
senior men’s category. As a result of this show- 
ing, Cross-country Canada added Kirk to the 
Canadian national team for the World Cham- 
pionships being held in Thunder Bay. Kirk’s 
determination and dedication is exemplary of 
what it means to be a viking.
